My Dear Islamic brothers! Some unwise people consider asking 
donations for religious affairs a bad act and prevent others 
[from doing so]. Remember! It is impermissible by Sharfan to 
prevent [someone] from this righteous act unless justified by 
the Shari'ah. 



In Fatawa Razawiyyah, volume 23, page 127, replying to a 
religious query the great Imam of Ahl-us-Sunnah, Imam 
Ahmad Raza Khan j*"$\%&&*gb has stated, To collect donations 
from Muslims for virtuous cause is not a Bid'ah (innovation); 
instead it is proven from the Sunnah. Those who prevent 
[others] from doing so are addressed in the following Quranic 
verse: 




One who excessively forbids the good, the transgressor, the sinner 

(Al-Qalam 12, Pdrah 29) (Kanz-ul-Imdn [translation of Quran]) 



Sayyiduna Jarir &.£&&&<? has stated, 'Some people; [who were] 
barefoot, partly dressed, wearing just a piece of a blanket slit 
from the middle slide over the neck; once, came to the Beloved 
Prophet JLs^bssfejUsato j*. He jLss-ab^gfeJfcSi&i j^ looked at their 

destitution and the colour of his refulgent face changed. He 
JLtf^b*5feJte3*kiJ* then ordered Sayyiduna Bilal &.£&&&*<? to call 
Azan. After Salah, he Ji^*Jb^ jus^i j^ delivered a sermon in 
which, after the recitation of an Ayah, he JL^is^ju^t j^> said, 
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c Some of you donate Sadaqah (charity) with their Ashrafis, 
some with Dinar, some with their clothes, some with a small 
amount of their wheat and some with their dry dates.' He 
JWis^Ju^iJU said ud to the extent, 'Even if it is half a date.' 



Listening to the Prophet's JUs-ab^sfeJb&ii J* announcement, one 
Ansari ^ju^t^ brought a bag of Dinars which was so heavy 
that his hand got tired from carrying it. Then, one after the 
other, people began to bring Sadaqah and two piles of food 
and clothes were stocked. I saw that Rasullullah's J^^s^J^i j* 
resplendent face was glittering like pure gold because of 
happiness! And he JUi^W&Jkft&t j* said, 'Whoever sets a good 
path in Islam, for him there is his reward (Sawab); and in 
addition reward of all those who follow that path is for him 
(the founder of that path) without reduction in the reward of 

the people (acting upon that path].' (SahTh Muslim, pp. 508, HadTs 

1017)

I can still feel the coolness of that water between both of my 
breasts and shoulders. 



Then the Noble Prophet J^> -As *& jus &\ J^ said, c O 'Usman 
(4^ju5&i>t<^)! If you wish, I'll help you against these people; or if 
you like you can come to me and break your fast in my 
company.' I respectfully replied, c Ya Rasulullah JLss-akrfkJfc&At $&; 
breaking my fast in your graceful court is dearer to me.' 



Sayyiduna 'Abdullah bin Salam as-iAtc^ stated that he &-><&\cs?* 
returned that day and Sayyiduna 'Usman t&- jus &i>i ^ was 
martyred the same day by the rebels.

Sunnah and Manners of Musafahah (Handshake) 

Dear Islamic brothers! In the MadanI Environment of Dawat- 
e-Islami numerous Sunnahs are learnt and taught. Let us learn 
the Sunnah and manners of shaking hands. This includes two 
Ahadis of the Noble Prophet JUs^s^Jfc&AtJ*: 



1. ' Whenever two friends meet each other, shake hands, and 
recite Salat on the Blessed Prophet (JUs *db *sfe Jfc5 *&i j*), 
their former and later sins are forgiven before they depart.' 

(Shu'ab-ul-Imdn, pp. 471, vol. 6, HadTs 8944) 



2. c When two Muslims meet and hold each others' hands 
(handshake), Allah J*s5*- will accept their Du'a by His 
Grace and they will be granted absolution before parting 

their hands.' (Musnad Imam Ahmad, pp. 286, vol. 4, HadTs 12454) 
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3. Whenever two Islamic brothers meet, they should say 
Salam [regards] and then shake both hands as it is Sunnah 
of the Sahabah &\y*$\3>#& and even of the Blessed Prophet 

JLs^b^JfcB&iitj^. (Mirdt-ul Manajih, pp. 355, vol. 6) 



4. Handshake is not merely the touching of the fingers; 
instead, it is Sunnah to use both hands. (Rad-dul-Muhtar, pp. 

669, vol. 9) 



5. The proper Sunnah method of hand shacking is that there 
shouldn't be any handkerchief or any other object between 
the hands; palms of [both persons] should touch each 

other, (ibid) 



6. Shake hands enthusiastically with a smiling face, recite 
Salat- c Alan-Nabi and if possible also recite the following 

Du'a: '[^i&'Aj]^] May Allah J**5*. forgive us and 
you.' 



7. It is Makruh to kiss one's own hands after the handshake.

8. It is permissible to kiss the hands and feet of one's parents.
